PROGRESS OF WIRELESS: 


The Syatem is Rapidly Spreading Al! 
Over the World. 

By the law of the land no vessel! 
carrying fifty or more persons, includ. 
ing passengers and crew, may leave 
any port in the United States on a 
voyage of more than 200 miles after 
July 1 unless it is equipped with wire- 
less telegraph apparatus capable of 
transmitting and receiving messages 
over a distance of at least 100 miles, 
day or night, in charge of a competent 
operator. 

Even without the strong encourage 
ment of the law, without any infiu- 
ence whatever beyond the cold logic 
of achievement, the world's installa- 
tion of wireless telegraph apparatus 
had grown to a grand total of 1,520 
stations on ship and shore, exclusive 
of foreign warships and amateur out- 
fits, up to Oct. 1, 1910, according to a 
directory complied by the United States 
navy department. Of this total 3821 
were on steamships, yachts ana tugs 
throughout the world. Of the shore 
stations the United States had 206, of 
which eighty-eight were on the At- 
lantic and gulf coasts, forty-eight 


were on the great lakes, fifty-one on 
{ne Pacific coast, sixteen in Alaska 
and three in the interior. The Unitea 
States navy had 344 ship and forty- 
seven sbore stations, the army thirty 
shore and sixteen ship stations, 

In 1909 the Marconi company trans- 
mitted between ship and shore mes- 
@ages aggregating 519,000 words. The 
transatlantic business rauges from 
50,000 to 75.000 words a week. The 
British postoffice depurtment reported 
that in the three months ending Uct. 
1, 1910, twice as many wireless mes- 
sages were sent and received as in 
any other corresponding period. As 
the first step toward establishing a 
ting of wireless stations compietely 
encircling the United Kingdom the 
government bas purchased the stations 
already in operation. The New Zea- 
land government recently asked for 
bids for erecting five wireless stations, 
while fifteen new _ wireless stations 
now being constructed along the Ama 
zon and Paraguay rivers in Brazil will 
be in operation before the end of the 
year.—Technical. World Magazine.

A correspondent of the Chi- 
cago News writes that “figures have 
been compiled showing that the coun- 
try possesses more than 24,000,000 
hens and 250,000 goats. It is export- 
ing nearly $20,000,000 worth of poul- 
try produce, while England imports 
$35,000,000 worth of eggs.” He adds 
that “Ireland, according to these fig- 
ures, is becoming a second Denmark 
The increase in poultry is due princi- 
pally to the establishment of co-opera- 
tive depots, which have steadily muiti- 
plied. The recently started society 
called the United Irish Women is rap- 
idly becoming a force in the develop- 
ment of agriculture, and it is belleved 
that the efforts of the organization will 
result in a greatly reduced emigra- 
tion.”

ABRAHAM LINCOLN 
AND THE TARIFF 


How it Effects the Manufacturer and 
the Farmer > 


It was Abraham Lincoln, who gave 
| popularity to the Protectionist side 


“T do not know a great deal about the 
tariff, but what I do know is, that 
when we buy goods abroad the foreig- 
ner gets the money, but when we buy 
| goods at home, we get both the goods 
and the money.’ This sound philo- 
j}sophy characterizes another of the 
late president’s famous homilies. 
“The farmer and the manufacturer,’’ 
the president once said, with his 
characteristic shrewdness, ‘“‘are both 
in the same boat and I reckon they’ve 
got to learn to navigate the craft to- 
gether or they’ll upset.’’ ‘“‘He com- 
pared the case of a_ Pennsylvania 
farmer,’ continues the historian in 
question, ‘‘and a Pennsylvania iron 
merchant and implement maker whose 
properties adjoined. Under a TO- 
tective policy the farmer supplied 
the ironmaker with bread, meat, vege- 
tables, fruit, fodder for horses, etc., 
and the ironmaker supplied the farm- 
er with all the iron, iron implements, 
ete., which he needed. Assuming that 
a change is made and the Protective 
policy abandoned, the farmer then 
discovers that he can buy his iron 
implements cheaper from Europe than 
from his neighbor, assuming that he 
sells a sufficient quantity of flour in 
Europe to enable him to effect the 
purchase of the iron. He ultimately 
discovers that the cost of carriage to 
the coast, transportation by sea to 
England, insurance and cartage on 
arrival, does not enable him to re- 
ceive such a good reward for his labor 
as he formerly did when selling his 
flour to his neighbor, , the ironmaker. 
He, therefore, determines to sell his 
flour as before to his neighbor, But 
meantime the farmer discovers that 
while he has been. purchasing his 
iron implements from Europe his 
neighbor, the ironmaker, has been 
compelled to stop his works and dis- 
miss his employees, not having suffi- 
cient work for them, The _ farmer, 
therefore, now finds that he has more 
wheat than he knows what to do with, 
also that he is no longer able to sell 
his fruit, vegetables, fodder, meat, 
horses, ete., to his neighbor, the iron- 
maker, as he has gone out of busi- 
ness, In fact, he finds that through 
buying abroad in the cheapest market 
he has destroyed the home market 
for his own products and thrown a 
number of his fellow-countrymen out 
of emplyment.”

INTERESTING RELICS, 


Tomahawk and Rifle Picked Up In 
Nerth Find Place In Museum. 


A-rifle and tomahawk which are be- 
ing presented to the Ontario Govern- 
ment, have an interesting story at- 
tached which is related in a letter 
to an official of the T. & N. O. Rail- 
way, on whose right-of-way the wea- 
pons were discovered. Says the writ- 
er, another official: 

“Relat --e to the curios which I gava 
you on your recent crip over the Por- 
cupine branch, namely the rermains 
of an old Queen Agine’s rifle, and an 
ancient Indian tomahawk, found at 
where our ballast pit and camp No. 3 
are situated, wouid say that I have 
gathered the following information: 

“On the west shore of Frederick- 
house Lake there still remains a fam- 
ily of Indians named ‘Buffalo,’ the 
only survivors from the old Hudson 
Bay fort, which was once located 
where camp No. 3 now stands, The 
history of this fort, as handed down 
from generation to generations in their 
own crude manner, comes from this 
Indian family. 

“Frederick Barber, a Hudson Bay 
factor, whom Frederickhouse Lake 
and Barber’s Bay are called after, 
had his post or fort as above mention- 
ed. He lived there for years sur- 
rounded by a small colony of In- 
dians, who brought their furs to this 
post, and in return got all their sup- 

lies for their hunting season. Bar- 
ce became progressive as far as gct- 
| ting fur is concerned, and consequent 
ly the Indians were living fairly well. 
The tndians got good prices for their 
furs and encouragement brought thew

WIDE SCOPE OF TREATY BE- 
TWEEN TWO REPUBLICS

Permanent Peace Assurred Between | 
France and United States—All Dif- | 
ferences that May Arise Between 
the Two Governments te be Sub- 
mitted to a Neutral Court—Tre- 
mendous Impetus Has Been Given 
to Peace Campaign. 

Paris.—American initiative in un- 
restricted arbitration was crowned by | 
the signing of a treaty of permanent | 
peace by the terms of which France 
and the United States agree to submit 
to a neutral court all differences that 
arise between the two governments 
even though the dignity and honor 
and vital interests of either republic 
may be involved, 

The ceremony of affixing the signa- 
tures to the unprecedented document 
was simplicity itself, but was marked 
with solemnity reflected in the faces 
of those who took part. : 

The signing of the treaty was hail- 
ed in France as meaning an exten- 
sion of the movement in all the coun- 
tries for a edesons of armaments 
and the absolute pre@ention of wars. 

The general view is that a tremen- 
dous impetus has been given to world 
wide peace campaign. 

The Figaro in a long study of the 
situation, declares that if other na- 
tions do not join the movement these | 
who have pledged for arbitration 
should adopt’the principal of boycot- 
ting by inserting a clause in the in- 
ternational agreements providing they 
shall suspend all relations of com- 
merce transportation and postal inter- 
course with any country warring upon 
one of the signers. 5 

For example, the paper says that if 
United States, France and Great Brit- 
tain should boycott Germany by re- 
fusing all relations with her the ac-

EXPLOIT THE YUKON 


Large Concern With Capital of Eight 


Millions Organized in 
London 

Dawson, Y. T.—The biggest mining 
eoncern ever organized for the Yukon, 
excepting the Yukon Gold of the Gug- 
genheims, is a new $8,000,000 com- 
pany reported from London by cable 
as having been formed by the South 
Africa Goldfield companies. It is be- 
lieved here that the concern takes ex- 
tensive holdings on Dominion, Quartz 
and other creeks organized during the 
last two years by Arthur N. Tread- 
gold in his giant fight against the 
Yukon Gold. 

It is also reported that the company 
absorbs the Northern Light Power 
and Coal company, which invested 
$3,000,000 a year ago installing elec- 
tric power. Treadgold had already ac- 
quired vast holdings of the Canadian 
Klondike Mining company, including 
the Boyle concession and dredges.

Havana.—The bones found recently 
in the battleship Maine, which were 
helieved to be the remains of Assist- 
ant Engineer Merritt, were fully iden- 
tified. The identification was based 
on the configuration of the skull.

London.—Dr,. J. W. Robertson, Can- 
adian education commissioner, says:

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DISTRIBUTING THE HERD 


Western Park Sites to Be 
Stocked with Buffalo from 
Wainwright 


Edmonton.—From the third of the 
hundred buffalo gathered by the Do- 
minion government in the big buffalo 
park at Wainwright, other parks in| 
the Canadian west are to be stocked. | 
It is announced by Howard Douglas, 
Dominion parks commissioner, that a 
herd will be established this fall at 
Moose Mountain, Sask., 127 miles 
southeast of Regina, on the Arcola- 
Moose Mountain section of the ©. P. 
R. Jasper Park at the entrance to the 
Yellow Head Pass, and the Water- 
town Lakes park in southern Alberta, 
as well as other parks, are also to be 
stocked with bison. 

At Moose Mountain the Dominion 
government is acquiring 2,500 acres 
of park land which will be fenced in 
as a buffalo range. When fencing is 
completed, in a month or so, a score 
of the finest bison of the Wainwright 
herd will be shipped to the Saskatche- 
wan park which will provide a fine 
natural range. The stocking of other 
parks will take place as soon as 
fenced ranges have been prepared. 

Other parks will be supplied with 
buffalo without the size of the Wain- 
wright herd being diminished in the 
slightest. On July 31, Superintendent 
Ellea, riding through the great herd, 
counted over 150 calves. The herd was 
increased by 60 calves in July. The 
natural increase for the year will be 
over 200 head. In addition another 
shipment of 40 to 60 head may be 
made from Montana this fall by 
Charles Allard, who has built a_ big 
buffalo trap in the Pendoreille moun- 
tains to capture the remnant of the 
Pablo herd. 

Eight or ten parks, it is estimated, 
could be stocked with herds of 25 each 
every year without diminishing the 
size of the Wainwright herd. Parks 
throughout the entire Dominion, 
wherever a suitable range is to be had, 
may be supplied with buffalo from the 
Wainwright herd which comprises 
over half the total number of captive 
buffalo in the world. 


King’s Visit to India Dangerous 

London.—Preparations are now be-} 
ing advanced for King George’s visit 
to India. The royal party will start 
for the east in mid-November on the 
P. and O. steamer Medina, which will 
be accompanied by four cruisers of 
the British fleet. The King and Queen 
will visit Calcutta, Bombay, Delhi 
and one or two additional big cities. 

Lord Harding is having an anxious 
time in Calcutta, where the feeling 
among the natives against the British 
is very pronounced. To prevent any 
rising, it has been decided to pour 
troops into Calcutta just before the ar- 
rival of the King. : 

On December 12 their Majesties will | 
reach Delhi, where the great Durbar 
or court will be held, and King 
George will formally crown himself 
and will be proclaimed emperor of 
India. 


Much Interest in New Early Wheat 
Brandon.—Binders have started on 
the Experimental farm crops and the 
first plots cut are a new unnamed va- 
riety of wheat, and Daubeney and 
Orloss oats.

The Standard Has Inside Information 
London.—The Standard claims to 
have good authority for the statement 
that all danger of a war over the 
Morocco situation has vanished. The 
disputed points between Germany and 
France, the newspaper says, have 
heen settled in principle, but the de- 
tails still remain to be negotiated. 
France will cede to Germany territory 
in the French Congo, in return for a 
free hand in Moroeco, and thus there 
is no fear of Germany permanently 
oceupying ports in Morocco. 


King Josiah (verses 1, 5). He suffer- 
ed much because of the Lord’s més- 
sage, which he so faithfully delivered, 
so much that he said at one time, “I 
was like a lamb or an ox that is 
brought to the slaughter,” and at an- 
other time he said: “I am in derision 
daily; every one mocketh me; * * * 
I will not make mention of Him nor 
speak any more in His name” (chap- 
ters xi, 19; xx, 7-9). He did not keep 
this resolution, for the fire was so hot 
within him that he could not — but 
speak. This makes us think of Peter 
and John in Acts iv, 19, 20. May we 
all have the same fire in us. 

Baruch was evidently Jeremiah’s 
scribe who did the writing for him 
and to whom he said at this very time, 
as we read in Jer, xlv; “Seeketh thou 
great things for thyself? Seek them 
not.” It was a message from the 
Lord to him through Jeremiah, Let 
us take it too. 

Notice in verses 4-7, 17, 18, how this 
book was written. The words were 
the Lord’s, the mouth was Jeremith’s 
and the pen was Baruch’s. That is in- 
spiration. The Lord did not give Jere- 
miah the thoughts that he might } ot 
them into words, but Ife gave him the 
very words. Hear David also concern- 
ing the psalms which he wrote, “The 
Spirit of the Lord spake by me, and 
His word was in my tongue” (II Sam. 
xxiii, 2). This is in perfect accord 
with II Pet. i, 21. 

As Jeremiah was shut up, Baruch 
was to take the book and read from it 
to all the people the words of the Lord 
in the Lord’s house. This he did in 
the ninth month of the fifth year of 


| Jehoiakim as the people were gath- 


ered on the fasting day (verses 6, 9). 
Then went one and told the princes 
what he had-heard, and the princes 
sent for Baruch, that he might come 
and read to them the words of the 
book. This he did, and, although the 
words made them afraid, they said 
they would tell the king these. words. 
So they kept thé book, but advised 
Baruch that he and Jeremiah would 
do well to hide where no one could 
find them. 

The Lord evidently guided them 
where to hide, for it is said, “The 
Lord so hid Elijah that no one could 
find him (I Kings xvii, 3; xviii, 10), 
and all true believers should greatly 
reioice in Col. iii, 3,. ‘Your life is 
hid with Christ in God.” 

After the princes told the king what 
they had heard from the book he had 
it brought and read to him in the 
presence of the princes as he sat in 
the winter house with a fire burning 
on the hearth before him (verses 20- 
92). As the king heard it he deliber- 
ately cut it with his penknife, portion 
by portion, and cast it into the fie 
until he had burned up the whole 
book. Although several pleaded with 
him not to burn it, he would not list- 
en to them. None present seemed to 
be afraid nor rend their garments, for 
were they not in the presence of the 
king and therefore safe in indorsing 
what he did? . Besides, a king who 
would send into Egypt for a prophet 
in order to kill him might not hesi- 
tate to kill some of thein if they 
stood ageinst him. 

If we live in the fear of the Lord 
we will not fear the face of man nor 
what man may do unto us, but the 
devil has said, “All that a man hath 
will he give up for his life” (Job ii, 
4), and that is true of many of the 
devil’s people, but should not be true 
of any child of God, 

One would think that the message ~ 
of verses 29-31 to Jehoiakim would 
make any ordinary man to tremble, 
but we read that “they hearkened 
not.”’ So blind and deaf dors the devi! 
make his followers to all but his sug- 
gestions. A servant of the Lord, on 
the contrary. should be blind and deaf 
to all but His face and His voice. 
Such was Jeremiah. See also what is 
written of our Lord in Isa, xlii, 1, 19. 

Jeremiah was ordered to write the 


|} same words, with many more, on @& 


new roll (verse 32), and thus vain 
were the kine’s efforts to destroy the 
words he did not like. There are 
many today who dislike many words 
in the book, such as those concerning 
the incarnation, the Deitv’ and the 
sinless humanity of Jesus Christ, the 
resurrection of the bodv. His return 
in glorv, but most of all that there is 
no redempion but by His precious 
blood and that those who reject Him 
must go to the lake of fire. But His 
word stands and is forever settled in 
heaven,

Bonnet,—Cast on five stitches. 

Second Row.—Increase at beginning 
of needle and at beginning of each 
needle until you have nine stitches. 
Knit two ribs (a rib is two rows), then 
decrease at. beginning of needle until 
you have only five stitches. Take up 
seven stitches at eide, knit the five 
stitches, take up seven at other. side, 
knit fonr ribs, knitting together the 
eighth and ninth and the eleventh and 
twelfth stitches of fourth rib. Bind

oft on fifth rib. For the border make 
a single crochet of contrasting colored 
wool. Run ribbon through for ties. 

Coat,—Cast on thirteen stitches, Knit 
eight ribs, add five stitches at each 
end, knit five ribs, cast off eleventh, 
twelfth and thirteenth stitches, «nit to 
end of row, knit back ten’stieves (the 
other ten stitches are left a needle or 
worked off on a thread), cast on three 
stitebes, knit four ribs, this making 
ten ribs for the sleeve. Cast off tive 
stitches, knit one rib, on second, fourth 
and seventh ribs increase at beginning 
of needle, under arm seam, being care- 
ful to keep the front edge of the coat 
straight. On the ninth rib cast off and 
repeat with ten stitches left on needle 
for other side. Join seams and make 
border of single crochet in contrasting 
wool. 

Dress.—Crochet chain of twenty- 
three stitches. Join,. crochet three 
chain, make double crochet, chain one, 
double crochet one, and so on around, 
being careful to have ten spaces, 

Second Row.—Two single crochet in 
each space. 

Third Row.—Single crochet in each 
loop of last row and repeat for six 
rows. 

Seventh Row.—Three chain, one dou- 
ble crochet in first loop, three double 
crochet in second loop and two double 
in third loop. Skip one loop, three 
double in next, skip one, and two dou- 
ble in next and so on until the last 
three loops, when there are no spaces 
left between, making the skirt fuller 
in back. 

Eighth Row.—Three chain, one dou- 
ble crochet, three double crochet, pass 
ing crochet hook under middle double 
crochet of seventh row, and so on. 

Ninth Row.—Same as eighth xvw. 
Bind off and finish with »icct algtag

The Game Was Piayed in Chariesten 
as Early a0 1788, 

Golf was played im Charleston as 
far back as 178s in the City Uaszette 
or Dally Advertiser of Bept. 27, 17¥1, 
appears the following potice: ; 

“Anniversary of the Suuth Carolina 
Golf club will be beld at Willams’ 
coffee house on ‘bursdey, 2vtb iat., 
When members are requested to at 
tend at % d'clock precisely, that the 
business of the club gay be transact 
ed before dinner.” 

For several years following may be 
found calls for the anniversary meet- 
ings to be beld at “the clubhouse on 
Harleston's green,” a tract of iand 
south of Boundary tnow Calboun) 
street, between the present Coming 
and Rutledge streets, 

The fact that it was the anniversary 


| meeting in 1791 would show that the 
| club had been organized before that 
| date, but unfortunately the file of 


newspapers in the Charleston library 
is not complete for some years just 
prior, and one finds no earlier notices 
of meetings or. mention of the club. 
But in the same journal of Sept. 18, 
1738, there is an advertisement of an 
auction sale of a farm on Charieston 
Neck, between three and four miles 
from the city, adjoining Cochran's 
shipyard, bounding in part on Ship- 
yard creek, which, after describing the 
different items of property incloded in 
the sale, states that “there is jately 
erected that pleasing and genteel 
amusement, the go baan.” This cer- 
tainly indicates that golf was one of 
the loca! amusements of that day. 
The word “baan” (Englisb-Dutch 
dictionary) means path, waik, way, 
ete., and golf, according to the Ency> 
clopaedia Britannica, is derived from 
the Dutch “kolf," a club, and the 
game is doubtless of Dutch origin and 
introduced into Scotland about 1450,.— 
Charieston News and Oourier.

|

the new country, but animated by 
that human sentiment which seeks 
comfort in trouble and, failing to 
find it in a new locality, looks for it 
in the old home. 

But when that same man has made 
good, how often does he write home 
to tell of his fortune? The habit of 
writing home is much like the habit 
of taking the local newspaper from 
home; it lasts a year or two or three, 
and then it is dropped, because of the 
new environment crowding out inter- 
est in the old. How much better both 
for himself and the country would it 
be for such a man to write home, tell 
the old folks at home of his good for- 
tune and ask them to send a brother, 
a cousin or even only an old school- 
mate to help him gather the crops?
